Mexico City, Feb. 13.—Firing was 


begun at eight o'clock this morning 
by a federal battery of artillery. A 
general attack on the rebel positions 
was expected to start immediately. 
It was difficult to see how the rebels 
could long resist the lire poured in 
by the federals, but they again showed 
the same grim marksmanship which 
characterized the previous lighting. 


Heavy 
Fighting. 


Heavy fighting was expected today 


between rebels and federals. At day- 
light movements of troops were ob- 
served in both rebel and federal posi- 
tions. The government forces 
were 


strongly reinforced in the night hours 
and a. federal commander 
declared 


today he was in command of almost 
7,000 men. 
The rebels, he said, num- 


bered approximately only -''.,000. 


A number of 
heavy guns 
were 


brought up by the federals 
before 


dawn and posted in readiness for ac- 
tion. The federal 
commander 
de- 


clared that he would win the battle 
decisively in a short time and claimed 
an erroneous advantage in position as 
well as "in" strength of -troops. 


Federals Stronger. 


Having an advantage in numbers— 


the federal army having been 
in- 


creased to approximately 7,000 men 
yesterday—it was 
predicted by the 


government leaders that by nightfall 
Felix Diaz either would be dead or a 
prisoner, and the rebellion a grim and 
gory thing of history..

The decision has dealt a hard 
blow to the Sifton Government, which 
came into power as a result of a split 
which the Alberta and Great Water- 
ways Railway had caused in hhe prev- 
ious government. It is freely predict- 
ed that a general election is likely to 
follow soon after the adjournment of 
the present session of the Legislature.

made would be interesting; and would no doubt lead to a better under- 
standing of them, and a greater sympathy and desire to help them in their 
upward struggle.

FULLY CLEANED. 


The newspapers recently re- 


ported the death from typhoid 
of several persons at Elizabeth, 
N. J., who ate of the same meal. 
The cause of the disease was 
probably oysters. 
It should be 


understood that the oyster is a 
scavenger and that if the 
sup- 


ply 
is taken from 
near 
the 


mouth 
of 
a sewer the conse- 


quences may be serious. I have 
traced a case 'of 
typhoid 
in 


Michigan to oysters eaten in 
Pennsylvania. 
The 
fact 
that 


Jin oyster is 
smaller than 
a 


chicken is not sufficient reason 
for 
negjectlng to clean it In 


the same way that a chicken is 
cleaned. 
The flesh of the oy- 


ster is readily and fully assimi- 
lated, but there is no element 
of nutrition in It that is not con- 
tained in many other foods and 
it is not more easily assimilated 
or more nutritious than poached 
eaa.

OF LECTURE TONIGHT 


THE REV. FATHER WELSH TO EX- 


PLAIN DOCTRINE OFTEN 


MISUNDERSTOOD. 


AUTHORITY OF CHURCH 


Must Ee Taken As to Interpretation 


of Scripture—Guarantees Teach- 


ing of Divine Tradition. 


That the authority of the church and 


not individual interpretation is to lie 
Taken as a guide to the understand- 
ing of the Scriptures is the teaching 
of the IJornan Catholic church, was 
the statement made by the Rev. Fath- 
er A. O. Welsh in his lecture on "The 
Church and the Bible." delivered last 
night at the Myers theatre. 


"The gospel." he said, "must be 


learned from a divine, infallible, liv- 
ing voice; the Catholic church, which 
guarantees to every one not merely 
the written word, but also the un- 
written teaching of divine tradition." 


The speaker again drew an audi- 


ence which filled the lower floor of 
the theatre and overflowed into the 
balcony. 
The question box has been 


well patronized and the replies made 
to the questions by the Rev. Welsh 
have been listened to with close at- 
tention and great interest. 
His ad- 


dress was in part: 


"You 
learned 
last 
night 
that 


Christ's place in the world is quite 
alone. ; He spoke with the authority 
of God: 'He is the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life.' 
He is the door of the 


kingdom, 
through 
which 
everyone 


must, enter. 
With His coming into 


the world, our membership in His 
kingdom is lifted out of the realm of 
choice and made a -matter of neces- 
sity. There is no aspect of our lives 
that does not take its' beauty from 
Him. 
There is no work we under- 


take, no effort ive make to do or think 
•what is right, that does not feel the 
need of .Christ's abiding presence as 
indispensable: .HisMife. and teachings 
were not for a small and select circle, 
nor for the generation in which He 
lived, nor for the' Jewish 
people 


among whom He-walked/- He was as 
you have seen—the. Way; .'the Truth 
and the Light. 
He was" 'The Light 


that was to'enlighten-every man com- 
ing into the world.' 


It is with this conviction that He is 


indispensable to us personally; that 
His divine teaching is to us our bread 
and life. We must believe that Christ 
stands with an authority that is com- 
manding and loving; that we live by 
every word that comcth from His 
mouth. 
This is Caith in Christ and 


the important question is: How shall 
we find out just what. Christ taught? 
'Unless you believe you shall 
be 


damned.' Believe what? Just as you 
please. No, my dear friends,, believe 
just what Christ taught and command- 
ed His church to teach: 
'Co ye into 


the whole world and preach the gos- 
pel to every creature. 
He that be- 


lieveth and Is baptized, shall be saved, 
but he that bolieveth not shall be COTI- 
demned.' 
(.Mark lG:ir,-lC). 
Again, 


'He that heareth you, heareth me; 
and he that despiseth you. despiscth 
me; and he that despiseth me, do- 
spiseth Him that sent me.' (Luke 10: 
1C). 
'And if he will not bear the 


church, let him 
be to thee as • the 


heathen and publican.' 
(Matthew 18: 


17). 


"The question for our consideration 


tonight is this: 
What 
means did 


Christ have behind Him. for us to find 
out all the necessary truths'for out- 
salvation? 
There are two answers: 


The first, that of non-Catholics follow- 
ing the reformers of the 16th century 
who declared that the bible only, un- 
derstood according to an individual's 
private interpretation under the guid- 
ance of the Holy Spirit was the com- 
plete source and organ of revealed 
truth for man's salvation.' They had 
denied the divine, infallible authority 
established by Jesus Christ, and so in 
words at least,, endeavored to substi- 
tute an authority equally divine and 
unfallible. Catholics, on the contrary, 
hold with St.. Paul, that faith cometh 
not by reading, but by hearing. . (Ro- 
mans 10:17). 
That 
the gospel of 


Christ is to be learned from a divine, 
infallible, living voice; the Catholic 
church, which guarantees to every 
one not merely the written word, but 
also the unwritten teaching of divine 
tradition. 'Therefore, brethren, stand 
fast and hold the traditions which ye 
have been taught, whether by word 
or epistle.' 
(II. Epistle of St. Paul to 


the Thessalonians, 13:1-1,)"
